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v. DIR-69901 asked the Station to obtain a liet of all Cubans in Cube g 
awaiting transit visas to Mexico. Jeremy K. BENADUM loarned that t 
approximately four thousand viea applicants are awaiting decisions oa Mexican 
vioae, These transit visas are authorised for iesuance by the Mexican Coneul f 
un Havena for a siz months period and valid for travel of fifteen to thirty days 8 
in Mesico. Obtaining a list of persons for whom vicas are authorised does i 
not necessarily indicate travel plane since the applicant hag six monthe to 
enter Mexico. 
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e. On2 October 1963 the Station advisec LITEMPO that the Chiasee i 
Communists in preparation for their comisercial exhibition to be held la ‘ 
December 1963 were expected to ahip goods aboard a Britieh ship "Weet Breese" F 
which wae scheduled to arrive in Veracrus on 12 October 1963. In this shioment { 
thero was thought to be a large amount of Cammunist propaganda. LITEMPO 
was acked to intercept this propaganda. 


d. Oa tho night of 23 October 1903 the Chief of Statioa, Mexico, antied 
for LITEMPO support in assisting personnel and recovering property ina 
sensitive TYPIC operation (WAVE-6395 and related cables). Ths LITEMPO 
group immediately sent an agent to acsist the injared pereoanel and plans have 

i deon made for a discreet recovery of the prog ~ ty involved. 


. Oa the night of lo October 1963 the Station BR and CP case officers 
eoatacted Jeremy K. BENADUM and asked that he have LITEMPO checx at the 
airport to learn if Cleto Manuel Sousa Batista had made reservations to leave 
Menico via a south-bound airliae. The LITEMPO group wae asked to coarch 
eubjoct and bis luggage to see if he was carrying from $25,000 10 $50, 000 u. s. 
Gollars which he was to have received from the Soviet Embassy in Mexico. 

Tho LITEMPO group checked all aislists aad reservations for south-bound 
travel. In the afternooa of U Cctaber 1763, after receiving instructions (rom 
KUBARK Headquarters, the Station acked the LITEMPO group to make no 
search of subject or otherwise hinder hie travel. Subject departed oa I Octoder 
1963 via Guest Airlines 0830 Might for Panama. In the event that subject hed 
been searched, BENADUM advised that there is no Mexican law which forbids 
the carrying of U. 3. currency. They could have noted the numbers of the bills 
but could act have confiscated the money.
